Southampton Town to Purchase Westhampton 
Beach Property for Community Center

xe community center is inthe Westhampton 
each community’s future. 

On September 8, the Southampton Town Board 
unanimously approved the $4.1 million purchase 
of the property at 112 Old Riverhead Road in 
Westhampton Beach. The existing 22,000-square- 
foot building, a former car dealership and 
restaurant with three floors, elevators and a glass 
rotunda, will be converted into space for a senior 
nutrition program and the youth services program. 

Since Councilman John Bouvier joined 
the board, he’s wanted to find a space for a 
Westhampton Community Center since the 


previous one shuttered in 2015. “This is a much- 
needed resource for the community on the west 
end of town,” Bouvier said. “We've been looking 
for a while; a lot of people worked on this. It’s a 
great location—near the school, the village, and 
plenty of space, with room to grow. I’m really 
excited.” 

A senior lunch program at the Westhampton 
Library, meant asa trial run, was very well-received. 
Otherwise, seniors had to travel to Hampton Bays, 
Flanders or Bridgehampton community centers 
to participate in the program. “The senior lunch 
program is pretty popular and we wanted to make 


sure that the residents in this part of town were 
able to participate,” Bouvier said. “Not only is it 
important from a nutritional standpoint, it’s also 
a way for them to connect socially. Now they will 
have their own community center. I see so many 
possibilities... for our seniors, our youth, it’s going 
to be a great asset for our community.” 

Supervisor Jay Schneiderman called it “an 
underserved area,” and said the building could be 
used in several other ways. The clerk’s office could 
hold office hours there. The supervisor said it may 
even help reduce traffic on the roadways if people 
do not have to head east for town services. 


Luxury Vehicle ‘Crime Spree’ Reaches

ollowing a rash of high-end car thefts 

throughout Southampton Town this summer, 
five luxury sport utility vehicles were stolen from 
driveways in East Hampton, during the early 
morning hours Saturday, September 12. 

Town police detectives said a 2017 Land Rover, 
a 2010 Land Rover and a 2019 BMW X5 were all 
parked in the area surrounding Springy Banks 
Road. All three SUVs were left unlocked with the 
key fobs inside, according to police. 

Two Range Rovers were also taken from a 
residence on Dunemere Lane in East Hampton 
Village during the same time frame. The 
homeowner's 2015 Land Rover and his friend’s 


2016 Land Rover were stolen between 9 p.m. and 
9 a.m. 

On Saturday night, the town police shared 
a Southampton Town police post from July 
14 about the luxury vehicle thefts that warned 
readers to lock their doors and take the keys. 
“Please lock your vehicles. This crime spree has 
reached East Hampton Town as several vehicles 
were stolen last night,” East Hampton Town 
police wrote. 

Similar thefts have occurred in recent years in 
East Hampton Town and Village, but this was the 
first in this latest apparent trend on the East End. 

At least 14 high-end, mostly late-model Land 


Rovers and Mercedes, have been stolen since 
January between Sagaponack and Tuckahoe. All 
had the key fobs left inside. Some vehicles were 
reportedly worth more than $200,000. 

Southampton Town police released surveillance 
footage of one Land Rover being stolen in July. 
Police suspect a highly organized group of car 
thieves. 

Also in July, Southold Town police reported a 
2018 Audi Q7 stolen from Cutchogue. 

East Hampton Town police are continuing 
to investigate their cases. They ask anyone

Last Week’s Earthquake Was Felt by People in Westhampton Beach

ccording to the 
United States 


Geological Survey (USGS), 
a 3.1 earthquake rattled the 
New York metropolitan area 
at 2:01 a.m. on Thursday, 
September 10. The 
epicenter, it said, was a mile south of Freehold, 
New Jersey, but reports of it came from as far 
away as Poughkeepsie and Hartford, Connecticut, 
and did include Long Island. 

The USGS gives out lots of information to the 
press when they have an earthquake, and this 
one was no exception. Among the information 
was a map of the northeast showing light colored 
squares where one or two people reported it, 
and darker colored squares where three or more 
people reported it. Here in the Hamptons, there 
was only one place that had a square, and that was 
Westhampton Beach. But it was a dark square, so 
apparently a good number of people felt it there. 

As a result of seeing this map, I called every 
single person in Westhampton Beach in order to 
find out who those people were. (I have a robocall 
system I use for other purposes, but don’t tell 
anybody.) Dan’s Papers always gets the scoop. 
There were three people. 

George Meritokis, who lives on Library Lane, 
told me that at 1:30 a.m. they announced last call 
at the Jack and Turtle on Main Street, so he took 
a final slug of scotch, slammed the glass down 
on the counter and walked the two blocks to his 
home, where he thought his wife would be asleep. 
He fumbled with his key trying to find the keyhole 
of his front door when it happened. 

“The whole house shook,” he said. “And the 
bushes by the front door swayed. I called to 
Gladys upstairs, hoping she was all right, and it 
woke her up. But she hadn’t felt it. ‘Earthquake?’ 
she said. ‘What the hell!’ And then I found the 
keyhole. But I knew what I felt, steadied myself 
and called it in.” 

The second person who felt the earthquake 
was Bruce Crafton III, who owns a house on the 
mainland side of Moneybogue Bay opposite Dune 
Road. It’s a narrow channel there. And when he 
can't sleep, which is often, he gets up, changes 
from his pajamas into his bathing suit, puts on 
his rubber waders and, with a basket, innertube 
and rake, walks down his lawn, wades into the 
water and goes clamming. 

“It calms me down,” he said. “Usually, I get 
enough so we can have fresh chopped clams in

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Shinnecocks’ Cry for Protection of 
Unmarked Graves Finally Answered

he Southampton Town Board passed historic legislation 
last week to protect unmarked Shinnecock graves and 
burial sites, the first law of its kind in New York State. 

“Protection for Unmarked Graves” establishes a_ set 
of protocols if human remains are encountered during 
construction activities anywhere in the township. Penalties for 
not complying with the law include a fine of at least $10,000 or 
15 days in jail. 

“We can’t erase 400 years of history. What we can do is move 
forward with some positive steps to respect the people who 
were here first,” Supervisor Jay Schneiderman said September 
8 after the board ratified the law, often referred to as Graves 
Protection, and then proceeded to enact a six-month building 
moratorium on building in areas of Shinnecock Hills, the 
Shinnecock Indian Nation’s ancient sacred burial grounds. 

Shinnecocks have long sought to stop building in the Fort 
Hill and Sugar Loaf areas, as well as other locations where they 
believe their ancestors are buried. After several failed attempts 
at the state legislature to pass protection for unmarked graves, 
Schneiderman took up the issue at Town Hall. He said it became 
apparent how necessary the law was after human remains were 
unearthed on a Hawthorne Road construction site in 2018 and 
there was nothing the town could do to stop work. 

New York State is one of only four states that lack any kind of 
graves protection law. 

“The Shinnecock have been saying for years, we need 
procedures, we need something on the books,” Schneiderman 
said. “This has been a cry for decades, decades.” 

While the town was able to purchase the Hawthorne Road 
property with money from the Community Preservation 
Fund, other properties came into question that could not be 
saved. Schneiderman introduced the graves protection bill and 
the moratorium in February and scheduled a public hearing for 
March—“then boom, the pandemic swept across the globe,” he 
said. 

Many grew frustrated when, month after month, the hearings 
were adjourned, while building projects moved forward. 
A protest was held last month, which led to a confrontation 
between Schneiderman and members of the Shinnecocks’ 
Graves Protection Warrior Society, like Rebecca Genia and 
Jennifer E. Cuffee-Wilson, who have been fighting for decades 


to stop grave desecration. Genia—whose activism was a focus of 


the documentary film, Conscience Point—sat in front of Town 


Hall again on Tuesday to rally support. 


Genia refused to attend the meeting, but sat outside 
surrounded by handmade signs, such as “Protect Shinnecock 
Hills from corporate greed!!” and “Native ancestors 
are sacred!!” 

But Cuffee-Wilson went to the podium to make one last 
plea. “We have been dealing with this for close 30 years. This 
is not anything new. It should not be new to you, okay? You 
just happen to be the fourth supervisor and the fourth board 
we have dealt with, okay? We have been dealing with such 
disrespect since 1640,” she said. “We have been good neighbors. 
We taught ancestors how to survive. We taught your ancestors 
how to live. We gave you land. What did we get in return? You 
stole it from us. You lied to us. You cheated us. And the worst 
thing about it was you dug up our ancestors. You put them in 
museums or you threw them away. And it’s still happening 
today.” 


Bryan Polite, the chairman of the Shinnecock Tribal Council, 
said their anger is not directed at any one person, but rather at 
the system, which has continually let them down. 

“Since 1640, the relationship between the Town of 
Southampton and the Shinnecock Nation has been marred 
with past injustices, land theft and broken promises, but today 
marks a new, brighter chapter in the 380-year relationship 
between the Town of Southampton and the Shinnecock Nation,” 
Polite said. 

He thanked the Warrior Society’s hard work and dedication, 
especially Genia, “for unwavering in her fight to protect the 
grave sites of our ancestors,” he said, adding, “I would also like 
to thank the Southampton community who supported, marched 
with, and stood side by side with the Shinnecock Nation; your 
efforts are greatly appreciated.”

The moratorium gives the board six months “to figure out 
what laws ought to be on the books to protect Shinnecock 
graves, potential colonial graves, artifacts that, once destroyed, 
we'll never be able to learn from history again,” Schneiderman 
said. The goal is to adopt local legislation “to ensure that human 
remains and associated funerary artifacts remain undisturbed 
to the maximum extent practical, and are treated with the 
utmost respect consistent with the wishes of lineal descendants 
and culturally-affiliated groups,” a town press release said. 

The moratorium also affects other large-scale excavation 
projects in the areas such as accessory structures and swimming 
pools. 

Properties under the moratorium are located north of 
Montauk Highway, which includes the Shinnecock Indian 
Contact Period Village Fort region, and those parcels located 
south of Montauk Highway, which includes the Sugar Loaf Hill 
Shinnecock Indian Burial Ground region. 

Those who wish to start a building project during the 
moratorium must complete and show proof of a field study in 
the area proposed to be excavated, dug, or graded showing no 
buried artifacts, graves, or grave objects were found. They must 
use subsurface ground-penetrating radar at a depth of at least 
eight feet. 

The Warrior Society is not resting on its laurels. “This is a 
tremendous step forward, but there is still much work to be 
done,” the society said in a statement, announcing a Zoom 
meeting Thursday, September 17, to discuss the next steps it 
will take to ensure sacred land in Shinnecock Hills is protected, 
purchased and preserved.

New Executive Director James Hook on the 
Future of Sag Hathor Cinema 


THE ICONIC SAG HARBOR CINEMA SIGN 


he ongoing journey of the Sag Harbor Cinema’s reopening 

has reached a significant milestone with the appointment 
of new Executive Director James Hook. An exuberant and 
passionate lover of film, Hook believes in the power of 
cinema to bring together communities. 

Hook has a long history with nonprofit cinemas. He founded - 
Seattle’s Northwest Film Forum, “as a young person who knew 
no better,” he says. “Beyond anyone’s expectations it celebrates 
its 25th anniversary this year. We started as a film studio but 
then built cinemas. It was a real college education in how to 
build a cinema and how to integrate a cinema in a community, 
because Seattle is a very responsive city to cinema.” 

In addition to Northwest Film Forum, Hook also ran the 
Denmark Arts Center in Denmark, ME, an experience he 
believes has prepared him well for the Sag Harbor Cinema. 
“Denmark has a lot of affinities with Sag Harbor,” Hook 
explains. “It has six times the number of people in summer 
and there’s a little tension between townies and out-of- 
towners. It was a really delicate balance. I fell on my face a 
lot in that job and learned a hell of a lot. I found that this 
cinema and position seem to harken back to that experience 
in a profound way.” Hook sees in Sag Harbor a small but tight-knit community of 
people that love the arts, and wants to do right by it. “The last part of the puzzle 
was taking a look at this place, this town, the brilliance with which the board has 
constructed and envisioned not just a cinema but a community center that uses 
the cinema as the fabric for a responsive and compassionate community,” he says.

“It’s not everyday you find an asset that’s so lovingly crafted and built with so much - 


foresight and overseen by people whose hearts are in the right place, out of a love for 
the community. Those are things I’m excited to avail myself of.” 

The core of Hook’s vision, then, is to turn the Sag Harbor Cinema into a true 
community center. I love films, I love movies, I’ve produced films, but after years 
of doing this I realize I love the room. I love the people assembled together more 
than what's on the screen,” he says. “I believe it'll be a good partnership.” Another of 
Hook’s primary goals for the Sag Harbor Cinema is to make it a place where people 
can not only see great films, but also learn. Hook is planning educational initiatives

and hopes to involve local students. “I am interested in how 
you get people into the cinema, how do you make sure kids 
that don’t understand that there’s a rich and beautiful world 
learn from it? One thing I’m interested in is making sure 
we work with Pierson High School and all the groups that 
aggregate kids and provide them with a welcoming place to 
experiment with this incredible medium,” he says. “It’s a fluid 
language that kids have a real facility with.” 

Making the cinema a unique, one-of-a-kind experience 
is at the top of Hook’s priorities. He’s aware that in this 
day and age, it’s easy to see a movie, whether it be in a 
commercial theater or via streaming service. “I would love 
if when you came to the cinema, not only there is a great 
James Bond film or Francois Truffaut film on screen, but 
before that film starts you see an advertisement for Sen 
restaurant that’s made by, like, a 16-year-old kid in the 
high school and he made it as a learning curve for how to 
make media. Or you see a one-minute documentary about 
the guy who runs Greg’s Auto Body and makes old cars,” 
Hook imagines. “I would love the feeling when you go to the 

cinema when you experience the community that you can’t 
experience in any other way. We can all experience the Bond films, but do we do 
it on opening day, three weeks later at home or Russian illegal websites—that’s a 
foregone conclusion. There’s going to be little details you simply can’t experience 
anywhere else.” 

Furthering the idea of community, Hook believes the experience shouldn’t 
end after the credits roll. “There’s a real encouragement that, after we see these 
films, we can continue the conversation, whether it’s upstairs at the bar, or at 
restaurants.” We want film to be seen as a powerful tool to create an equitable, 
just and impassioned community. That’s something you need to work at.” 

There’s currently no opening date for the Sag Harbor Cinema, and Hook is 
aware people really want to know when the anticipated launch will occur. But, 
he’s gotten a lot of encouragement since being appointed Executive Director. 
Wryly, he says, “My AirBnB host lowered my rent by 30 bucks!” iL

This Week's Couer Artist: Gia Schifano 


GIA SCHIFANO’S ART SHOWS THE STUNNING ATMOSPHERE OF THE EAST END 


here’s nothing like a new day dawning on the East End. Celebrated Dan’s 
Papers cover contributor Gia Schifano talks about a Hamptons sunrise, 
reflects on the summer and looks forward to fall. 


What was the inspiration for this piece? 

This piece was done from a photo taken by a friend who lives on the peach 3 in 
Sagaponack. I was so inspired by the colors in the landscape. The photo itself was 
a painting just waiting to happen—the brightness of the sunlight just rising into 
the blue sky and lighting up the clouds while just glimmering over the sand and 
beach grass brought with it a palette of color that couldn’t be ignored.

Get to know the Restaurant at Baron’s Cove Executive Chef 
Nicholas Vogel! 


Tell us about your culinary background and how 
those experiences prepared you for your role as 
Executive Chef of Baron’s Cove. 

My culinary background is-very tied into my own personal 
background. I grew up in this industry! My mother worked 
in restaurants, and I also worked at a family owned bar/ 
restaurant as one of my first jobs. From dishwasher, to 
bussing tables, cooking, waiting tables, bartending and front 
of house management—I have done it all. s ‘4 

Most recently I was the executive chef at Alta Strada in D.C. 
That was my most recent position with the Schlow Restaurant 
Group, and previously I was a sous chef within that same 
restaurant group.

Is there anything that sets Baron’s Cove apart from the restaurants 
you've worked at previously? 

I would have to say the location and seasonality is what sets Baron’s Cove 
apart from the last restaurant I was executive chef at. It is certainly a change 
for me coming from Washington D.C. However, I grew up vacationing in 
and around Cape May, New Jersey, and previously worked at Cape Resorts 
properties (The Ebbitt Room and Beach Plum Farm Kitchen) about four years 
ago. Understanding the nature of a resort destination is something I am familiar 
with and have previously worked in before.’ 


EXECUTIVE CHEF NICHOLAS VOGEL 


How have you developed your relationships with East End farms, 
vineyards, seafood purveyors, etc.? And who are some you're 
currently working with at Baron’s Cove? 

Developing is the key word. I am a few months into reopening the restaurant 
and starting the new culinary program from scratch here while trying to source 
the best local products and produce I can. One of the reasons I came here was to | 
take advantage of the local bounty, and be more connected to farmers, fishers, 
and be an active member of the East End community. I am currently working 
with Braun Seafood, Haskell Seafood, Foster Farms and 
Treiber Farms, to name a few... Captain Peter Haskell will text 
me early in the morning to fill me in on his catch and hours 
later you will find that fresh seafood on your plate. I can tell 
you the boat that the fish came off of. 


Are the Baron’s Cove menus the first Hamptons 
restaurant menus you've developed, and what were 
some of your goals or your overall vision for them? 

The new menu for summer 2020 was the first “Hamptons” 
menu I have developed. My goal and vision for any menu is 
to bring bright, bold and clean flavors with exciting plating 
for the guest’s eyes. I look forward to continuing to make the 
Restaurant at Baron’s Cove a destination and for it to be able 
to stand apart while still offering a great amenity to the hotel 
guests staying with us. 


Have you always been a proponent of dock-to- 
dish dining, or is this something new you’ve begun 
utilizing at Baron’s Cove? How does the freshly 
caught seafood affect the quality or taste of the dishes prepared 
with it? 

I have always enjoyed fishing from a young age, and I think my ideas and 
morals of sustainability apply to my mission here at Baron’s Cove. I try to use 
the freshest local product available, by using my partnerships with local captains 
and vendors to use in-shore species native to this part of Long Island. Dock- 
to-dish is the equivalent of farm-to-table, and it affects the quality and taste 
immensely. The average hands that a single fish or product passes through from 
the sea to the guest is 16. I am trying to cut that down to two—the fisherman and 
myself. Doing whole fish butchery and minimizing the amount of time that a fish 
is caught until it is cooked helps us deliver a product that I am really proud of 
serving to our guests. fi

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Savoung Sweet: Wine & Chocolate Paitings on the East End 


f you’ve ever had a piece of chocolate after dinner 

while finishing your glass of wine, you're not alone. 
The pairing of chocolate and wine is a natural fit—both 
can be luxurious indulgences, and both have various 
levels of sweetness, leading to a complementary tasting 
experience. To that end, several East End wineries offer 
chocolate and wine pairings, including Wolffer Estate 
Vineyard and Sparkling Pointe. 
_ “Wine and chocolate can have a complex relationship,” 
says Sparkling Pointe Direct-to-Consumer Sales 
Manager Melissa Rockwell. “There are pairings that 


work beautifully and others that completely clash. It 


is very important that you consider the sweetness and 
tannin profile in both the wine and the chocolate you are 
pairing together. I generally tend to abide by the ‘rule’— 
your wine should be sweeter than your dessert. However, 
chocolates with ancillary flavors such as saltiness, nuts 
or fruits open up a world of pairing options.” 

Sparkling Pointe’s pairings focus on chocolates that 
have unique flavors that bring out the most in both the 
wine and chocolate. Tannin is not an issue for bubbly 
wines, but for the drier wines, Rockwell says, “We look 
for mostly milk or white chocolates with added salt, 


savory or fruity flavors so as not to overwhelm the 


wine, and instead complement its own flavor profile.” 
Sparkling Pointe partners with Chicago-based Vosges 
Haut-Chocolat for their pairings. “My current favorite 
standout is a milk chocolate flavored with turmeric, 
ginger and coconut paired with our Sparkling Rosé 
wines,” says Rockwell.

David Chinn worked with Long Island—based Katya 
Witthuhn of Bluebird Chocolates to create pairings.

“Katya is in the process from start to finish,” Chinn 
explains. “She'll bring chocolates by and brainstorm 
a few different flavor profiles. I'll taste wine with her 
and see what works together. It really is mostly a 
trial-and-error process, but once you get a set mindset, 
you figure out things like dark chocolate goes with a 
more fruit-forward red wine or a white wine with more 
unique flavor or Chardonnay, which is a little buttery.” 
Chinn notes that Witthuhn makes her chocolates “not 
only approachable but beautiful. She does one that has 
an avocado ganache in the middle. One we've featured 
for quite a while is a raspberry shortcake with goat 
cheese and a raspberry filling and white chocolate with 
beautiful artwork.” 

Chinn’s personal favorite is a jalapefio chocolate. “It

MEET THE BROKERS 
Peggy Zabakolas 
Peggy, a 10-year broker’ 
veteran, just transferred to the 
Nest Seekers Hamptons office 
after working in N¥C. She was 
tired of referring’ “clients to 


other brokers in thé’ ‘Hamptons NEST SEEKERS INTERNATIONAL BROKER PEGGY ZABAKOLAS OF “MILLION DOLLAR BEACH HOUSE” 


and thought she.-should take 

advantage of these‘listings herself. A tough negotiator 
(she’s also a lawyer) with a huge rolodex of clients, 
she has friction with Noel and doesn’t like the idea of 
backdoor conversations. 


You have a background in NYC reali estate. Tell 
us about the relationship between NYC and 
the Hamptons and why you decided to-make 
the move out east. 

Ive been doing real estate for almost 10 years at Nest 
Seekers. I started in the city—I was originally on Ryan 
Serhant’s team. I grew up on Long Island. I’m from 
Commack originally, and a lot of my NYC clients have 
houses in the Hamptons, and, typically, I’d refer them 
out to other agents in the Hamptons. Once I left Ryan’s 
team, I made my own team in the city and figured 
Nest Seekers was the only company that allowed 
their company to work in the city and Hamptons and 
figured I'd service them myself, so I expanded into 
the Hamptons. 


What was it like doing major business 
while filming? 

Super. hard! I’m definitely a micromanager, and I 
like things done a specific way. And I want every client, 
whether it’s $500,000 or $50 million, to feel like 
they're my No. 1 client. And having a NYC business is 
one thing but expanding to the Hamptons and having 
that is another full-time job and adding filming on 
top of that is another full-time job. Toward the end, 
I got the hang of it. It was very, very difficult, and I’m 
hoping if there’s a season two it'll be a lot easier. I was 
driving from the Hamptons to the city and the city to 
the Hamptons in one day! 


How did your relationships with the other 
brokers affect your time on the show, both 
positively and negatively? 

Ultimately, because I had the city business, I think 
my main focus was just business and work because 
I am a bit of a workaholic. I didn’t have much “me 
time” in the Hamptons. I think the only “me time” 
I had was riding my horse. There’s 30 minutes of 


six episodes, and I was being filmed for the entire 
summer, so you're not going to get the full story of 
what was going on. There was a lot of things that 
happened off camera. We've worked everything out 
off-camera. I went into this looking like this was my 
family for the next several months and we were going 
to clash, have differences, but at the end of the day we 
worked everything out. It’s a professional industry so 
you don’t want to make anyone look terrible. 


What was it like dealing with clients who may 
not have been used to being filmed? 

Everyone did a great job. Obviously we would not 
put anyone in a situation who didn’t want to be on 
camera. But you're still being yourself, you're not 
playing a role. It takes a second to forget that there’s a 
camera in your face but everyone did great. 


Talk about the show’s balance of business and 
personal drama. 

‘The boys, for the most part, were all friends before 
they started real estate. I don’t know if we all would 
have been friends if not for the show but now I consider 


them close friends because we had an experience that © 


no one else in the Hamptons can really experience. 


What are the challenges associated with 
selling luxury properties in the Hamptons? 

I think on a higher scale there’s more risk and 
more money to lose, whether you're representing the 
buyer or seller. Finding a buyer is a challenge, no 
matter what. 


What is the greatest lesson you’ve learned as 
a Hamptons real estate broker? 
Working in the city and having all my experience 


_in the city, it was a learning curve in the Hamptons 


because in the city, I’m selling apartments. No one ever 


does inspections unless you're buying a brownstone or . 


a townhouse. The biggest learning curve was you're 
now buying a house with plumbing, electrical, a pool, 
which is the owner’s responsibility. That would be 
the biggest challenge, learning the ins and outs of 


that aspect. Ultimately, selling 
real estate, if you have the 
fundamentals, it’s all there. 


What aspects of this 
market do you think 
viewers from elsewhere will 
find particularly surprising? 

The price tag! You see these 
$30 million-plus homes that 
you're just like, “What? How is 
that worth 30 million?” If you 
buy in North Carolina or Texas, 
it’s a different ballgame. 


How do you build trust with 
buyers and sellers? 

A lot of my clients are 
referred to me in the past, and 
I think that is the best form 
of compliment. If a past client 
has liked you, they refer you. I 
like to make every client I work 
with my priority, no matter their 
budget. I’m available to them 
all day, every day. I don’t end 
it at the transaction. I pick up 
on things they’re interested in. 

The other day, an owner of a 
new listing I had saw these shoe coverings I had and I 
bought her a pair. Little things like that. I try to make 
connections. I think they trust my background. I do 
have a law background. I try to relate to them as much 
as I can and try to be a full-service broker. I’ve gone to 
clients’ christenings, weddings, first birthdays, years 
after we've closed a deal. 


As a broker in such an exclusive market, what 


_do you think makes the Hamptons so special? 


You're just an hour outside one of the best cities 
in the world and when you're in the Hamptons you 
think youre in a little oasis. It’s no more of the hustle 
and bustle. You get the beaches, the good food. It’s . 
very private in the sense that you could be sitting 
next to a celebrity and no one really cares. It’s the 
norm. Some areas are so chill. It’s not like there’s 
paparazzi everywhere. 


Discuss what impact you think being on this 
show will have on your business and the way 
potential clients will perceive you. 

Hopefully it expands it! I hope that it promotes 
my business and I -can use this as a platform to 
connect more people together, as well as other 
businesses. It’s not just about real estate—interior 
designers, moving companies—to help clients out. 


-The more I’m out there and the more connections 


I have, it’s better for my clients. I want to reach 
out internationally. 


What are you most looking forward to viewers 
seeing on Million Dollar Beach House? 

I’m most looking forward for viewers to see how it 
is to be a new agent coming from New York City into 
a whole different world. It’s not as easy as everyone 
thinks. I’ve been doing really well in the city and I had 
to.start not as on top of my game in the Hamptons. I 
don’t have all the local connections as rae else so 
it’s interesting to see. BL
